[SR AEL, whose people have suffered 
restrictions for centuries in other 
lands, now face the ironic danger of crea- 
ting a permanefitiy under-privileged 
class in their own country. 
_ After 17-years of sovereignty Israel 
difters little in some respects from any 
older-established states. There are poor

as rich Israelis enjoying life in spacious 
Israel has embittered illiterates 


>. a8 well as a professional aristocracy as 


highly skilled as any .in the Western 
weorkd. 

But two-thirds of Israet’s 2,500,000 peo- 
ple are ‘immigrants. Almost invariably 
the most recent wave of neweomers feel 
themselves neglected and accepted with 
reluctance by the ruling majority, 

In the early twenties, Jews coming 
from Poland felt themselves to be sec- 
ond-class members of Palestine’s Jewish 
community in comparison with earlier 
arrivals: from Russia, who were then 
established in homes and work and po- 
sitions of political influence. Then, during 
the thirties, and especially after the 
advent of Hitler, the same sense of being 
unwelcome fell upon the immigrants ar- 
riving in flight from Germany. And when 
the Second World ‘War was over it was 
the turn of the Rumanian and Hungarian 


Jews, most of them survivors of the Nazi. 


death camps, to inherit the sense of 
being second-class citizens. _ 

But all these came from sophisticated 
Europe,.and the high-tide of immigration 
from thefe regions is over. After Israel's 
independence. Jews came over from 
Yemen and it was their. turn to expe-
